onses to the Parole Board chair- 
nan and two members to appear. 

Due to new disclosures, by the 
Catholic chaplain, the Rev. Eligius 
Weir, the committee also extended 
the scope of its investigation to in- 
clude the Southern Illinois Peniten- 
tiary at Chester and the ~ Illinois 
State Reformatory at Pontiac. 

lather Weir testified boys of 16 
years were imprisoned with ote 
ened criminals, and that at. the 
State Reformatory, built for way- 
ward youths, there were men of 30. 
There were insane criminals in 
:Oliet, he said, who should be in 
the Insane Asylum for Criminal 
Insane at Menard. 

Board Itself to Blame. 

“Neither the parole law nor pa- 
role regulations are at fault,” Fa- 
ther Weir said, “but the Pardon 
joard members. It is their atti- 
tude here that has caused the trou- 
ble,” 

W. C. Jones, chairman of the 
State Parole Board; R. Keen Ryan 
and Thomas H. Cannon are the 
Pardon Board members who hold 
hearings at Joliet, the priest said.

Comments on Federal Census Report That 
77,560 Are Looking for Work Here. 


With 77,860 persons in St. Louis 
“out of a job, able to work and 
looking for work,’’ according to 
Federal Census Bureau figures is- 
sued yesterday, Mrs. E. H. Steed- 
man, chairman of the Relief Divi- 
sion of the Citizens’ Committee on 
Relief and Employment, estimates 
that fully a third of the population 
is directly affected by the unem- 
ployment of the bread winners. 

Mrs. Steedman issued a formal 
statement last night commenting 
on the census figures and the Citi- 
zens Committee’s campaign to rajse 
$300,000 by voluntary contributions 
which starts tomorrow. 

“Counting the persons who are 
dependent on these 77,000 unem- 
ployed, the problem is one which 
affects directly the livelihood of 
perhaps a third of our’ people,’”’ 
Mrs. Steedmanh said. “Even the 
other two-thirds do not escape un- 
touched. Many of those who are 
employed work only on a part-time 
basis. Those who are in business 
suffer from the drastic reduction in 
purchasing power of those normal- 
ly employed. In all classes, those 
with incomes are helping friends, 
relatives, or former employes to 
weather the storm.” 


Census Bureau Figures. 

The Census Bureau figures con- 
firm the survey made by the In- 
dustrial Bureau of the Industrial 
Club of St. Louis in December, 
when 75,000 unemployed were in- 
ficated, .This survey showed that 
50,000 fewer people were employed 
at the end of 1930 than at the end 
of 1929. This survey showed that 
employment had decreased 60 per 
cent in the building trades, 15 per 
cent in manufacturing, 11 per cent 
in railroad transportation, 8 per 
cent in mercantile establishments, 
4 per cent in public utility indus- 
tries and 3 per cent in Service in- 
dustries. 

Mrs. Steedman estimated that 
families, including 
40,000 persons Or more, were now 
receiving help from the Citizens’ 
Committee. These families, she 
said, included from 15,000 to 18,- 
000 heads of families, wives and 
grown children who normally have 
employment. 

‘Some 60,000 unemployed are 


still self-supporting, or at least not 


under the care of relief-giving 


agencies,” the statement continued. 


“This is as it should be, inasmuch 
as the relief-giving societies are 


the last line of defense against un- 
employment . 


First Line of Defense. 
“The first lines of defense are 


the resources to which the family 
in temporary misfortune naturally 
turns—the savings laid aside for a 
rainy day, the credit which can be 
secured at the neighborhood stores, 
the income from occasional odd 
jobs,,and the help of relatives, 
friends, neighbors, churches and 
former employers. 


“Ordinarily most families see 


their way through a period of mis- 
fortune without going outside this 
field of their normal associations. 
But as unemployment keeps its 
prolonged grip on these people, 
their resources are exhausted. More 
and more the first lines of defense 
are being broken through, as say- 
ings are eaten up, credit is shut 
off and relatives and friends be- 
come themselves victims of econom- 


ic conditions.

JEFFERSON CITY; March 21.— 
Members of the Missouri Commis- 
sion for the Blind are criticised 
for their “‘obvious neglect of the 
Commission's affairs’ in the audit 
for 1930 filed yesterday with Gov. 
Caulfield by State Auditor Thomp- 
s0n. 

“No apparent effort is made to 
attend regular monthly meetings 
necessary to approve expenditutfes,” 
the report states. “No meetings 
were held in February, July or 
August and only two of the five 
ntembers were present at the April 
and September meetings. All mem- 
bers were present at only one meet- 
ing.” 

As a result of the lack of a 
quorum at five meetings, the re- 
port states, 
those months were illegal. Mem- 
bers of the commission are Arthur 
B. Baer, St. Louis, chairman; 
Henry Guhleman, Jefferson City, 
vice chairman; John H. Holliday, 
St. Louis, secretary; Garrett A. 
Walsh, Kansas City, and F. C. Wal- 
lower, Joplin. 

The building at 1908 Locust 
street, St. Louis, used as a shop 
for blind workers, is declared to be 
“inaccessible, unadapted and one 
of the worst fire hazards imagin- 
able.”” The shop, where rugs and 
brooms are made, received a sub- 
sidy from the State blind pension 
fund of 22,464, but its books 
showed a net operating loss of $40,- 
468. Records of the shop, the re- 
port states, are poorly and inaccur- 
ately kept. Other shops at Kansas 
City, Joplin, Springfield, Jefferson 
City and St. Joseph likewise show- 
ed operating losses.

‘There never 
has been a factory for the -blind 
that could operate without a sub- 
sidy,’”’ she said. “tn our factory the 
operating expenes for the year was

SENATE TO RECENE 
CHARGES AGANST 
BRUNK TOMORROW 


Notifies House It Is Ready 
for Presentation of Ar- 
ticles of Impeachment 


Accusing Treasurer. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 21.— 
Articles of impeachment of State 
Treasurer Larry Brunk, voted by 
the House of Representatives early 


in the week, -will be presented to 
the Senate Monday in response to 
a resolution adopted in the Senate 
this afternoon notifying the House 
the Senate was ready to receive the 
House managers appointed to pre- 
sent and prosecute the articles. 
The Senate action «was taken 
over the protest of Senators Casey 
(Dem.), and Davis (Rep.), Kan- 
sas City, who attempted to block 
the formal receipt of the articles 


until after all.legislative matters 
had been concluded. This would 
have meant a delay of § several 


weeks, 

While no defense of Brunk was 
made in any of the arguments on 
the resolution, which was submit- 
ted by Senator Gordon, Democratic 
floor leader, the indications in the 
speeches of Casey and Davis was 
that there might be determined op- 
position to allowing the Senate 
even to give consideration to the 
impeachment. 

The test will come after the ar. 
ticles are received and when the 
attempt is made to pass a resolu- 
tion directing that Brunk be noti- 
fied and that a day be fixed for 
his appearance in the Senate. 
When he receives formal notifica- 
tion he will be automatically sus- 
pended from office and will remain 
suspended pending the outcome of 
the trial. 

Until that notice is given he will 
remain in office notwithstanding 
the House by an almost unani- 
mous vote charged him with 
high crimes, misdemeanors and 
misconduct in office, and particu- 
larly with having used State funds 
for his personal gain, and with hav- 
ing been a party to a conspiracy to 
pay out State money illegally, 

Delay in action by the Senate 
also will mean that if the Senate 
eventually tries Brunk, .the Sena- 
tors will be required to remain at 
the Capitol nearly three weeks 
longer than if the preliminary work 
were instituted at this time. It 
was pointed out in the debate to- 
day by Senator Williams that the 
trial could not be begun until about 
three weeks after the charges were 
received by the Senate, and in that 
period all legislation could be dis- 
posed of.

JUMP BETWEEN CLASSES 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 21.} 


A PROVISION of the com- 
promise income tax sched- 
ule adopted in the Senate 
specifies the tax on an income 
and then allows the deduction 
of an arbitrary fixed amount of 
money. The purpose is to pre- 
vent the impositton of unequal 
taxation on taxpayers of almost 
the same income. It can best 
be explained by an illustration. 

For instance, a net taxable 
income not exceeding $1000 is 
taxed at 1 per cent, which 
amounts to $10. The next 
bracket is for incomes of more 
than $1000 and not in excess of 
$2000. If the rate in this brack- 
et was fixed at a definite 1% 
} per cent rate, the tax on an in- 
come Of $1001 would be $15.02, 
the extra $1 of income would 
mean an extra $5.02 of tax. This 
obviously would be unfair, so 
the framers of the schedule pro- 
vided that the tax should be at 
the rate of 1% per cent teas $5.

If 
it is successful, it undoubtedly will 
be followed by similar expeditions 
which will examine details. 

How can all these studies be 
carried out? What kind of obser- 
vations are needed? How can they 
be taken from the submarjne? 

We must study the circulation of 
the water by indirect methods. The

Then a hatch can be opened and 
through this all our precious in- 
struments can be sent down to 
whatever depth we desire. 

Our hydrographic winch will be 
placed in this chamber and here 
we can work when the submarine 
is at rest, either at the surface or 
under the ice. 

By these means we hope to ob- 
tain trustworthy information as to 
the physical conditions of the Po- 
lar sea. 

But we shall not confine our- 
selves to a sutdy of the physical

the sea is one of equal importance 
and we shall, therefore, give this 
considerable attention. 

This question is of interest be- 
cause very divergent opinions have 
been set forth. Some explorers 
claim that Hfe is equally abundant 
all over the Polar Sea; others main- 
tain that conditions for life are 
favorable only in the vicinity of 
the coasts. 


Tiny Forms of Life. 


We shall be able to collect sam- 
ples of the small plant and animal 
organisms which form the food for 
the larger organisms and thus at 
least ascertain whether or not the 
sea contdins food. 

We shall also examine the quan- 
tities of the ‘‘fertilizers of the sea’”’ 
—substances essential to the de- 
velopment of even the smallest or- 
ganisms. There are reasons to be- 
lieve that Arctic waters are espe- 
cially rich in such substances, We 
shall seek definite information on 
this and thus help clarify ques- 
tions which long have been dis- 
cussed among scientists. 

A study of the deposits on the 
bottdm of the Arctic Ocean should 
yield information of great impor- 
tance on the recent life history of 
the earth. These deposits prob- 
ably form very slowly. A core may 
represent a long period of time.

In London there were several con- 
ferences held between Hindu and 
Moslem delegates to see if a way 
out of the impasse could be found. 
They all failed. 

The genius of British statesman- 
ship for tracing out safe and pass- 
able roads to constitutional free- 
dom, is about to be tested as it 
has never been tried before. If 
the three British parties act to- 
gether, a solution is assured. But 
if India becomes a party question, 
then chaos is inevitable.

OF 8 TRIED BY JURY 


Four Freed by Instruction and 
Two Acquitted—Six Plead 
- Guilty, Sentenced. 


Of eight cases presented — to 
juries in the criminal divisions of 
circuit court last week only two re- 
sulted in convictions. 

One of these, Dorothy Achols, a 
Negro, was given a 20-year peni- 
tentiary sentence. She killed Willle 
May McDonald, also a Negro. Reola 
Freeman, another Negro, was given 
a two-year sentence for the slaying 
of Samuel Tatum, a Negro of 3002A 
Hickory street. The Freeman wom- 
an said she shot Tatum when he 
came to her house and beat her. 

Four defendants were freed on 
instructed verdicts of not guilty be- 
cause of insufficient evidence. The 
cases were those of Dr. H. Fancourt 
Miller, charged with manslaughter; 
Ralph Picarella, charged with mur- 
der; Lonnie Clark, charged with 


burglary, and Henry’ Babilon, 
charged with embezzlement by 
ballee. Juries acquitted Fred 


Gruender, charged with felonious 
wounding, and Nathan Malley, 
charged with a statutory offense. 

Six robbers were sentenced to the 
penitentiary or reform school on 
their pleas of guilty. Among these 
were Clarence and Pierre Link, 
youthful brothers recently of Chi- 
cago, who on the night of Sept. 
25, last, held up three Standard 
Oil filling stations. They were 
given three concurrent -penitentiary 
sentences Of 10 years, which the 
court computed to the Boonville 
Reformatory. 

Vincent Gibbons, 18 years old, of 

4145 Laclede avenue, was given 
three concurrent sentences of 12 
years each in the Booneville Re- 
formatory for his part in the hold- 
ing up of three filling stations, 
while Edgar Mackey, 4012 Olive 
street, got seven years in the pen- 
itentiary for his part in the holdup 
of the Woltman Jewelry Co., on 
North Union boulevard. Emmett 
J. Me@Donald got 10 years in the 
penitentiary for robbing a drug 
store at Enright and Vandeventer 
avenues, where the loot was an 
automatic pistol. William ‘MThur- 
man, charged with attempted rob- 
bery, received a seven-year peni- 
tentiary term. 
Others charged with felonies, 
who entered pleas of guilty, and 
their punishments were: Euris 
Tranzer, burglary and larceny, four 
years; Soloman Kemp, burglary, 
two years, and “Todd’’ Webb, ut- 
tering a bogus check, two years 
and paroled from the bench.

Now there is a great dif- 
ficulty for aviators to make 
arrangements to fly over 
Turkey, and I was warned when 
I left Constantinople I must not 

detour at any point, and to make a 
non-stop flight of 650 miles across 
Aleppo, in Syria, north of the Holy 
Land. I had also been warned in En- 
giand that I must not come down any- 
where in Turkey, as the military reg- 
ulations made it highly dangerous to 
fly over restricted Turkish territory 

“Tl left Constantinople at dawn and, 
flying across the Bosphorus, I started 
my lonely trip across Asia Minor. | 
had not covered more than 200 miles 
before I realized that the weather 
would not be suitable for me to make 
the journey across the tallest moun- 
tains, and owing to the wind being di- 
rectly against me I knew it would be 
necessary to descend somewhere in 
Turkey. I decided to fly off my course 
about 100 miles to Angora, the capital, 
for I knew the Governor was there. 
After about three hours I sighted An- 
gora in the distance and looked for the 
airdrome. 

‘“‘Angora is situated in a basin sur- 
rounded by mountains about 5000 feet 
above sea level, and you can imagine 
my disappointment when I could see 
no airdrome. 


aa | FOUND that the little stadium 
in that town was the only-place 
I should be able to come down, 
and I made several attempts to land, 
but a great number of Turkish people 
were playing football in the stadium 
and simply stared up at me, waving 
their handkerchiefs. 

“IT was carrying with me 
which I used to drop when 
making a forced landing in order to 
determine the direction of the wind. 
I suddenly thought of dropping one of 
these smoke bombs on the stadium, 
with the object of frightening the peo- 
ple out of the way. I swooped down 
and dropped a smoke bomb right in 
the center. These people ran faster 
than any Angorans ever ran before, 
and while they ran away I landed. 

“T was immediately surrounded by 
the military, wtih fixed bayonets. | 
saw the astonishment on 


smoke 
bombs, 


their faces 
when I stepped from the airplane and 
took my hat off, showing that I was 
a woman. They left right away to in. 
form the Governor, and soon he came 
down in his car. He spoke French, 
and as 1 was able to understand a little 
French I was able to talk with him. 
I explained to him that I wished to land 
in Turkey and that I had come 200 
miles to ask his official permission. 
This certainly did the trick. 

“That same afternoon I took off 
from the stadium and flew east to 
Eskishehr, another little military out- 
post on the great plateau. The military 
here were waiting for 
everything possible to help me, filling 
my little machine up with gas and pi- 
loting me with one of their own planes 
across a portion of the mountains the 
following day. 


e LTHOUGH I had been told 
A» so many Officials in 
London, before I left, that 
anything might happen to me if I 
came down in Turkey, I could not re- 
sist sending a telegram home with the 
words, ‘Having a wonderful time in 
Turkey. Best wishes.’ 

“The following morning, having left 
Eskishehr, I made a second attempt to 
cross the final range of mountains, the 
tallest of which are 12,000 feet high. 
The weather was still very unsettled 
and the wind was blowing with hur- 
ricane force, which tore the aerial 
wires off my wireless installation. I! 
did not descend, but battled on 
through the storm, making the pass 
about 4 o'clock the same evening. Now 
in that district the sun sets very quick- 
ly and there is no twilight, and 1 saw 
I was not going to be able to make 
Aleppo before sunset. I had passed 
over the Turkish border and crossed 
into Syria. I looked about for a flat 
piece of ground on which to bring the 
machine down, and in the distance | 
could see a little village. I was soon 
surrounded by a number of Arab chil- 
dren, who galloped over on ponies and 
donkeys. They seemed very uneducat- 
ed and rough and did not understand 
what I required. 

“Just as | was arguing and begin- 
ning to get a trifle anxious, as I did 
not like the looks of these people very 
much, I saw some horsemen coming to- 
ward me.

For 
years the Australi- 
an koala, nearest 
~/ living prototype of 
the toy ‘‘teddy bear,’ has been rapid- 
ly disappearing. Only a few hundred 
specimens have escaped the relentless 
fur hunter and certain diseases which, 
in the last half-century, have ravage.! 
the breed. In an effort to save a few 
of these that remain Noel Burnet, of 
New South Wales, has purchased 40 
acres of bush country in the West 
Pennant Hills, near here, and has 
established a sanctuary, or reserve. He 
calls it Koala Park, and already has 
stocked it with 25 of the woolly little 
animals. He reports that they are 
flourishing and show promise of mul- 
tiplying rapidly enough to preserve the 
species. 

Koalas have never done well in cap- 
tivity and very few specimens have 
ever been seen outside of Australia. 
Several times animal dealers have 
taken specimens to Europe and Amer- 
ica, but usually they survived only a 
few weeks in their new environment, 
even if, indeed, they survived the long 
ocean trip. There is now no living 
specimen in America and not more 
than two or three in Lurope. One of 
the many peculiarities of the koala is 
its diet, which consists largely of 
leaves of the blue-gum tree. A few 
captives have been induced to eat 
other plants and even bread and milk, 
but they never get along well without 
blue-gum leaves, and these trees do 
not grow in America and Europe. The

Popularly known as the ‘‘teddy 
bear’’ because of its resemblance to 
the childrens toy, the koala is 
really not a bear at all, but a 
member of the phalanger family 
of marsupials. ‘‘Koala’’ is the 
name applied to it by the 
Australian natives. Its sci- 
entific name is Phascolarc- 
tus cinereus, and it is va- 
riously known also as the 
“tree bear’’ and ‘‘native 
bear,’ the latter name 
having been applied by 
the early Australian 
colonists. It is native 
to the eastern part of 
the continent and 
before its depletion 
ranged from 
Queenstown to Vic- 
toria. 

Except for the 
fact that it does 
not survive long in 
captivity, the koala 
makes a delightful 
pet. It is so quaint 
as to be almost 
comical in appear- 
ance and becomes 
deeply attached to 
its keeper or mem- 
bers of the house- 
hold. Like a dog, it 
will follow them about 
and when offended or 
hurt it will whimper 
and cry like a child. Tears 
roll down its face and it 
rubs its eyes with its fore- 
paws.

MEASURING ACCURATELY 
TO WITHIN 
FOUR-MILLIONTHS of an INCH \

HINY little blocks of steel 
which reduced the possibil- 
ity of error in measure- 
ment to within less than 
four-millionths of an inch 
are the keystones of this modern vol- 
ume production age. 

Perfected by Carl Edward Johans- 
son, one-time foreman in a Swedish 
Government arsenal and now head of 
C. E. Johansson, Inc., a division of the 
Ford Motor Company, these precision 
gage blocks, which can be combined by 
an ordinary mechanic to measure with 
greater accuracy than any scientist 
could command a few years ago, have 
been adopted as the standard of méas- 
ure in industry throughout the werld. 

In the automobile industry they 
have made possible the production of 
parts by the thousands—each inter- 
changeable and all accurate to size 
within several ten-thousandths of an 
inch-—the assembly of cars in widely 
scattered plants and tremendous re- 
ductions in manufacturing costs. 

Thirty-five years ago there were no 
gaxes or instruments universally ac- 
cepted as standards for measurement. 
Jobansson, impressed with the prob- 
lem, found that France used zero, cen- 
tigrade, as a basic temperature in ap- 
plying gages for extreme accuracy, 
while the British used 62 degrees 
Fahrenheit—-16.66 degrees centigrade 

as a basis. In other cases 68 de- 
grees Fahrenheit--20 degrees centi- 
grade-——was used. 

Realizing the impracticability of per- 
forming any appreciable amount of 
work at freezing temperature, Jo- 
hansson arbitrarily adopted 68 degrees 
Mahrenheit, an ideal working tem per- 
ature, as the temperature at which the 
wages he proposed to make would be

accurate to the maximum degree. 
Having fixed upon the temperature. 
Johansson then conceived the idea 
of a few gages of various lengths, each 
so perfectly manufactured that a de- 
sired length could be precisely meas- 
ured by a combination of pieces. 
Theretofore if, for instance, it was nec- 
essary to check work 1.650 inches 
long, @ special gage, useless for any 
other measurement, had to be made. 


ITH Johansson's little steel 
VW blocks, 1.650 inches could be 
measured by combining a one- 
inch block and a .650-inch block. each 
block also beirig an additional standard 
for measuring its own length. Thus, 
with two blocks, three combinations of 
length were possible. The number of 
possible combinations increased until 
today, with 81 blocks, it is possible to 
make more than 120,000 different 
sized gages in consecutive steps of one 
ten-thousandth part of an inch. 
Until Johansson developed his 
blocks, flat and parallel surfaces in 
steel were considered virtually impos- 
sible. Yet the Johansson blocks so 
nearly approach perfection that 200 
pounds of force exerted in a straight 
pull will not separate two of them aft- 
er they have been pressed together 
with a slight sliding motion. Various 
explanations of this phenomenon, in- 


cluding “at mos- 
pheric pressure,"’ 
“molecular attrac- 
ticn’’ and ‘‘a min- 
ute film of oil on 
the surfaces’’ have 
been offered. 


In industry the 


working gages 
used by mechanics 
are constantly be- 
ing checked for 
accuracy by in- 
spectors equipped 
with sets of the 
gage blocks. The 
gages, used in 
making thousands 
of measurements 
every day, will 
necessarily wear, 
sometimes as 
much as one ten- 
thousandth of an 
inch in ae few 
hours. The mas- 
ter blocks in the 
hands of the in- 
spector quickly 
disclose the vari- 
ance, the gage is 
replaced and the 
production line 
moves on without 
interruption.

tions. In fact, the President had con- 
fided his purpose only to the head of 
his law department. 

Not since the assassination of Pres- 
ident McKinley had Wall Street been 
given such a shock. Stocks dropped 
like lead. A cyclone of attack cen- 
tered upon Roosevelt and Knox. The 
former was called a dangerous dema- 
gogue; the latter a little country Jaw- 
yer who was swimming beyond his 
depth. These were the mildest of the 
epithets that poured from. the 
moneyed interests and the predom- 


inating portion of the press. Roosevelt 


was accused of flouting the Supreme 
Court of the United States. Under an 
exactly parallel case in 1895, it was 
recalled, the high tribunal had de- 
creed, by a vote of eight to one, that 
a corporation could acquire all the 
stock of other corporations through 
exchange of its securitfes for theirs. 
The precedent had been set in the s0- 
called Knight case—an action brought 
against the Sugar Trust by the Cleve- 
land administration. 

Here and there the denunciations 
of the new President were varied by 
expressions of approval. While emi- 
nent lawyers, conservative newspa- 
pers, and most leaders of Public Opin- 
ion were emptying their vials upon 
him, plentiful evidence came to Roose- 
velt that he had struck a responsive 
chord in the breasts of Abraham Lin- 
coln’s “‘plain people.’”’ Thousands of 
heartening messages poured into the 
White House from the crossroads. Be- 
wildered, harassed, frightened by ihe 
economic monsters that had grown up 
among them, the people saw in Roosc- 
velt the prophet of a new social creed. 
Soon the restless and combative man 
in the White House—practiced in pol- 
itics as in life—realized that his chal- 
lenge to the trusts was approved by 
the masses. 

At 23 Wall street, however, the at- 
mosphere was sulphurous. Morgan 
was almost apoplectic in his wrath. 
He summoned his lawyers. These 
eminent gentlemen assured him that 
Roosevelt had reached the limit of 
folly. There was no doubt, they said, 
that the courts would properly chas- 
tise the revolutionary Roosevelt and 
his obscure legal adviser, Knox. Why, 
in the Knight case, the Supreine 
Court had held that exchange of stock 
between corporations was not ‘‘conm- 
merce’’ under the Sherman Act, even 
though such exchange created a mon- 
opoly in the necessaries of life. 

Roosevelt knew this. But seven 
years had passed since the Knight de- 


cision. People were thinking on dif- 
ferent lines. He believed he could 
force a more responsive interpretation 
of the Sherman law even from the tra- 
ditionally hesitant Supreme Court. ‘It 
was necessary,” he says in his auto- 
biography, ‘‘to reverse the Knight 
case in the interest of the people 
against monopoly and privilege just as 
it had been necessary to reverse the 
Dred Scott case in the interest of the 
people against slavery and privilege.’’ 

While the excitement was at fever 
heat Morgan charged down to Wash- 
ington and strode in upon Roosevelt 
and Knox. It was a dramatic meet- 
ing. Morgan could see in Roosevelt's 
purpose only an outrageous violation 
of vested rights. Angrily he berated 
Roosevelt for failure to give him 
warning. ‘‘That is just what we did 
not want to do,’ replied Roosevelt, his 
jaw set, eyes and teeth gleaming. 

Morgan was in a high state of emo- 
tion. “If we have done anything 
wrong,’ he exclaimed, ‘‘send your man 
(referring to Knox) to my man (men- 
tioning one of his attorneys) and they 
can fix it up.” 

Roosevelt regarded the fuming fi- 
nancier—twenty years his senior—in 
amazement. ‘“‘That can’t be done,” he 
grated. To which Knox added: ‘We 
don’t want to fix it up. We want to 
stop it.’’ 

‘‘Are you going to attack my other 
interests, the Steel Corporation. and 
the others?’’ demanded Morgan. 

“Certainly not,’’ replied the Presi- 
dent, ‘‘unless we find out that in any 
case they have done something that 
we regard as wrong.’’ 

According to Joseph Bucklin Bish- 
op, Roosevelt’s intimate friend and 
editor of his papers, Roosevelt turned 
to Knox after Morgan had retired and 
remarked: ‘‘That is a most illuminat- 
ing illustration of the Wall Street 
point of view. Mr. Morgan could not 
help regarding me as a big rival op- 
erator, who either intended to ruin

all his interests or else could be in- 
duced to come to an agreement to ruin 
none.”’ 

Morgan, still sizzling with anger, 
returned to his hotel and wrote a 
wrathful letter to Roosevelt. It was 
so intemperate in tone that one of 
the Morgan lawyers persuaded him to 
destroy it. From now on Roosevelt 
became Morgan's’ pet dislike. Because 
of the complete distortion of his own 
point of view, the financier could see 
nothing good in Roosevelt. He de- 
tested the latter’s theatricalism. ‘‘The 
man's a lunatic,’’ he once told a com- 
mon friend who sought to bring them 
together. ‘‘He is worse than a So- 
cialist."’ In Morgan’s ample vocabu- 
lary of invective there was no word 
more scornful than ‘“Socialist.”’ 


ORGAN looked forward eagerly 
M. to Roosevelt’s return to private 

life. Indeed, in the summer of 
1903, the undisputed king of finance 
was willing to join even his ancient 
foemen of the Standard Oil in groom- 
ing Marcus Alonzo Hanna for the 
presiiency. ‘‘I’d even vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket to get that fellow out of 
the White House,”’ he growled. “If he 
had his way we'd all do business with 
glass pockets.’’ 

Elbert H. Gary and Dr. W. 8. Rains- 
ford (pastor of Morgan’s church) 
were among those who sought to tem- 
per Morgan’s bitterness. ‘‘The time 
will come,’’ Rainsford indignantly told 
Morgan on one occasion, “when you 
will get down on your knees and bless 
Providence for having given us Theo- 
dore Roosevelt as our President.” If 
the vision of Morgan and of the small 
group of conquering men who con- 
trolled practically all the floating 
capital of the country had not been 
so myopic, cursory examination of 


Roosevelt's career would have warned 
them of a coming collision. Through- 
out his long experience in politics, be- 
ginning as an assemblyman in 


the 


Theodore Roosevelt. 


The late J. Pierpont Morgen. 
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New York State Leg- 
islature, Roosevelt 
had shown that he 
was responsive to 
fresh currents in 
both social and political thought. 

When he accidentally came into the 
presidency on September 14, 1901, 
Morgan and the other great corpora- 
tion promoters were somewhat per- 
turbed. But his first annual message 
in December lulled them. The new 
executive advised ‘“‘caution in dealing 
with corporations,’’ because ‘‘to strike 
with ignorant violence at the interests 
of one set of men almost inevitably 
endangers the interests of all,’ and 
because ‘‘the mechanism of modern 
business is so delicate that extreme 
care must be taken not to interfere 
with it in a spirit of rashness or ig- 
norance.”’ 

The captains of industry paid scant 
attention to other assertions in the 
same message: that “there are real 
and grave ills, one of the chief be- 
ing overcapitalization’’; that ‘‘combi- 
nation and concentration should be. 
not prohibited, but supervised and 
within reasonable limits controlled,” 
and that ‘“‘corportions engaged in in- 
terstate commerce should be regulat- 
ed if they are found to exercise a li- 
cense working to the public injury.” 

From these thoughts grew Roose- 
velt’s policies and the Northern Secur- 
ities prosecution. ‘‘The case, in my 
opinion,” writes Alexander Noyes. 
‘“‘was such that any and all available 
measures for protection of the public 
welfare would have been invoked by 
any government resolved on challeng- 
ing the pretensions of the great pro- 
moters of the day... In my judg- 
ment, the overthrow of the Northern 
Securities combination was the most 
positive achievement of the Roosevelt 
Administration in the field of cor- 
poration finance .... The promoters 
of the Northern Securities were trav- 
eling on a path of capital inflation 
which logically had no end except in 
eventual exhaustion of credit and gen- 
eral bankruptcy.” 

The Northern Securities Company 
has been described as ‘“‘the most prom- 
ising machinery ever contrived for a 
complete monopoly.”” The $400,000,- 
000 merger inflamed the public, par- 
ticularly in the Northwest, where peo- 
ple saw in it merely another acheme 
of the corporations to extort addition- 
al reyenue by throttling competition. 
fo bitter waa the criticiam that James 
J. Hill was moved to publish a signed 
statement in his St. Paul Globe, deny. 
ing sinister intent and describing the 
genesis and purposes of the Northern 
Securities plan from his point of view: 

‘Several of the gentlemen who have 
long been interested in the Great

Company, and who have always been 
among its largest shareholders, but not 
the holders of a majority of its stock, 
whose ages are from 70 to 86 years, 
have desired to combine their indi- 
vidual holdings in corporate form, and 
in that way secure permanent protec- 
tion for their interests and a continu- 
ation of the policy and management 
which had done so much for the de 
velopment of the Northwest and the 
enhancement of their own property in 
the Northwest and elsewhere. Out of 
this desire has grown the Northern 
Securities Company. 

“It became necessary (in order to 
prevent the Northern Pacific from 
passing under the contro! of the Union 
Pacific interests and with it the joint 
control of the Burlington) to pay off 
the $75,000,000 of Northern Pacific 
preferred. 


ae DE enormous amount of cash 
required for this purpose, 
from a comparatively small 
number of men, made it necessary for 
them to act together in a large 
and permanent manner through the 
medium of a corporation; and the 
Northern Securities Company afford- 
ed them the means of accom- 
plishing this object without the ne- 
cessity of creating a separate com- 
pany to finance the transaction for the 
Northern Pacific. The Northern 
Securities Company is organized to 
deal in high-class securities; to hold 
the same for the benefit of its share 
holders, and to advance the interests 
of the corporations whose securities it 
owns. Its powers do not include the 
operation of railways, banking, or min- 
ing, or the buying and selling of se- 
curities or properties of others on com. 
mission; it is purely an investment 
company; and the object of its creation 
was simply to enable those who hold 
ite etock to continue their respective 
intereats in association together; to 
prevent such interests from being scat- 
tered by death or otherwise, and to 
provide against such attacks aa had 
been made upon the Northern Pacific 
by a rival and competing interest.”’ 
Hill's emollient words did not still 
the clamor. Nevertheless, Northern 
Securities completed its plan of organ- 
ization, accepting stock of both Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific and 
(Concluded on Page 7.)

and built a museum where will be pre- 
served the records and historic relics 
of this famous order. But for the gen- 
erosity of these Americans the offi- 
cial documents of the great democratic 
organization founded by Napoleon 
would still be without a permanent, 
secure resting place and the objects 
related to its history scattered—in dan- 
ger of being lost to the world. As it 
is, in France’s newest museum has 
been assembled the greatest Legion of 
Honor collection for the information 
and inspiration of people today and 
in the future. 

The American donors of the mu- 
seum number eight. They are William 
Nelson Cromwell, Mrs. <A. de B. 
Spreckles, Mr. and Mrs. Edward Tuck, 
Mr. and Mrs. George Blumenthal, A. 
C. Gurnee and Eugene Higgins. Crom- 
well, in addition to giving 1,000,000 
francs, contributed a collection of 
paintings of unusual historical inter- 
est——pictures by Burnand of men of 
many races who took part in the 
World War. 

On that side of the Palace of the 
Legion of Honor which faces the Rue 
Rellechasse the new museum has been 
erected. It is of soft white stone. 
The Palace, itself, stands today as it 
was on its completion in 1787, so that 
an old print of 1830 gives a good idea 
of its present appearance. The Grand 
Chancellery was built from the plans 
of the celebrated architect Rousseau. 
It was damaged in 1871 during the 
Commune, but was restored a few 
years later. It forms a large quad- 
rangle with colonnades looking upon an 
ancient court where some of France's 
most famous men have walked. 

In the Legion of Honor Museum, of 
which Henri Torre is director, virtually 
everything relating to the noted 
French order is represented; there is, 
in addition, 
jects connected with earlier orders of 
inerit founded by French kings. The 
Legion collection is now almost com- 
plete. 

In the long rooms on the ground 
floor of the museum are guns and 
swords bearing the insignia of the 
Legion. In glass cases are all manner 
of personal articles, such as pipes, 
leather accoutrements, snuff boxes, all 
marked with the Legion design. There 
are many paintings of Napoleon on the 
wails. 

Representing well the spirit of the 
place is an engraving by Debucourt 
which hangs in an angle of a wall. 
It depicts an incident of the retreat 
trom Morcow. A soldier who has 
fallen in the snow, about to die of 
hunger and exhaustion, is entrusting 
his Legion medal and his sword to a 
comrade that they may fall into 
the handa of the enemy. 

Nearby hangs an engraved portrait 
of the first woman named in surviv- 
ing records as receiving the Legion 
of Honor decoration. She was Ange- 
lique Duchemin, who fought through 
seven campaigns, was wounded three

The Le- 
gion records of their cases have been 
lost, but information about them is 
obtainable from unofficial sources.

In _ the last 
exploit she was seriously wounded, 
and in hospital the secret of her sex 
was discovered. The Legion of Honor 
cross given her by Napoleon is said 
to have been the first ever conferred 
upon a woman. Josephine Trinquart, a 
camp follower, who saved a 
battalion chief by killing an 
attacking Cossack, is said to 
have been the second woman 
to receive the medal. 

One room in the museum 
has been dedicated to amity 
between France and_ the 
United States. In that room 
are paintings of American 
generals in the World War 
who were decorated by the 
Legion of Honor. There is 
on one wall an old tapestry 
depicting the taking of York- 
town in the American Revo- 
lution. Beneath it is a marble 
bust of Washington as a 
young man; it is by an un- 
known sculptor. Across the 
room is a bust of Lincoln in 
Sevres. This also is by an 
unknown artist, but it is said 
to be one of the best repre- 
sentations of the Emuancipa- 
tor ever made. In a glass 
case are three statuettes: 
Lafayette going to the aid of 
America, an American soldier 
of 1917 and a French soldier 
in the last war.

The Legion of Honor, which for a 
century and a quarter had been re- 
warding individuals for military valor 
and service to humanity, was cre- 
ated at the instance of Napoleon in 
1802. The project met with such op- 
position from the Councillors that 
it was only after four sittings that 


the bill was passed, and then only 
by a vote of 166 to 110. In answer. 
ing the opposition, Napoleon said, 
“By such baubles men are iled.’’ 


Yet for nearly 100 years the French 
public considered the cross of the Le- 
gion the highest symbol of distinction. 
It was a democratic thing because the 
poor and humbly born child could win 
it, as well as those in high positions. 
Perhaps its standing has suf- 
fered in recent years because 
of the large number of people 
who have been decorated; a 
good imany, it is generally 
felt, would not have won the 
honor in Napoleon's time. 


It was Napoleon's plan 
that the order should be 
limited to 6000 members. 


But he carried on so many 
wars, and 80 many _  val- 
orous deeds were done that 
by the time of his downfall 
in 1814, there were 32,000. 
In the following hundred 
years, however, the increase 
was only 17,000. It was the 
World War which changed 
all this, adding 90,000 
names. At the present writ- 
ing the figure is 141,386. 
Of this total 22,000 crosses 
are worn by men of foreign 
nations. Great Britain leads 
with 3174; Italy, 3057; 
Russia, 2866; Belgium 2682; 
the United States, 1900, 
Virtually all the other im- 
portant countries are repre- 
sented with a few who have 
received the medal. 

There are five grades to 
the Legion of Honor: Chevalier or 
Knight, Officer, Commander, Grand 
Officer, and Officer of Grand Cross. A 
knight cannot be promoted to the next 
grade until eight years after being 
decorated. After five years as an Of- 


ficer he can become a Commander. 
After three years a Commander can 
become a Grand Officer, and after 
three more years he is eligible to 
the highest rank. But only a very 
few men are promoted. In any case 
to rise to the top in the Legion 
is pretty much of & life job. For- 
eigners, however, may be given any 
one of the grades without serving the 
time of waiting. Some, as General 
Pershing for example, are appointed 
to the Grand Cross at once. 

The President of France is the 
Grand Master of the order. The ad- 
ininistration of its affairs is performed 
by the Grand Chancellor, who is as- 
sisted by a council nominated by the 


7rand Master. The chancellery is in 
the Palaee of the Legion. The decora- 
tion of the order now bears the sym- 
bolical head of the republic, in the 
center, and a laurel wreath appears 
where once was an imperial crown.

Eldorado, Arkansas. At 18 she went 
to work for Long, then a Shreve- 
port lawyer.

The same year she divorced her hus- 
band. During the crucial last-minute 
drive for the senatorial nomination last 
fall, Terrell threatened to sue Gover- 
nor Long for alienating his wife’s af- 
fection, told newspaper men he was 
going to file suit. 


FEW days later he disappeared 
Awa Governor Long and six State 

officers were charged in Fed- 
eral Court with conspiracy to kidnap 
Terrell and Sam Irby, a former State 
official, both forcibly removed from a 
Shreveport. It was said at the time 
that Irby and Terrell were taken by 
plane to Grande Isle, about 20 miles 
off the Louisiana coast. About 10 days 
later Terrell reappeared, denying the 
kidnaping, saying he had merely been 
on a fishing trip. 

Last October Secretary of State 
James J. Bailey died. Death occurred at 
2 a.m. By noon the same day Alice Lee 
Grosjean was installed as Secretary of 
State, appointed by the Governor. Two 
or three days later she announced a 
shortage of several thousand dollars in 
her predecessor's accounts. She has 
said that she is not interested in a po- 
litical career and will give up her of- 
fice in 1932 to go to Washb- 
ington as the Governor's pri- 
vate secretary.

“restraint of competition’ and ‘‘re- 
straint of trade’ do not have the same 
meaning; that ‘restraint of trade,”’ 
which has ‘‘a definite and well-estab- 
lished signification in the common 
law, means, and has always been un- 
derstood to mean, a combination made 
by men engaged in a certain business 
for the purpose of keeping other men 
out of that business. ... The objec- 
tion to trusts was not the union of 
former competitors, but the sinister 
power exercised, or supposed to be 
exercised, by the combination, in keep- 
ing rivals out of the business. ... It 
was the ferocious extreme of competi- 
tion with others, not the cessation of 
competition among the partners, 
which was the evil feared... . Much 
trouble is caused by substituting oth- 
er phrases, assumed to be equivalent, 
which are then argued from as if they 
were in the act. The court below ar- 
gued as if maintaining competition 
were the express purpose of the act. 
The act says nothing about competi- 
tion.”’ 

The decision of the Supreme Court 
had an almost indescribable effect up- 
On the public mind. The people did 
not grasp the legal technicalities. But 
they did grasp the fact that ‘‘Teddy”’ 
had licked Wall Street, and they re- 
joiced accordingly. Roosevelt was 
toasted as a popular idol and lifted 
many steps nearer the triumphant vic- 
tory he was to win at the polls the 
following fall. 

In the other camp there was a dif- 
ferent reaction. The decision stunned 
Morgan and enraged the lords of High 
Finance. A director of the Steel Cor- 
poration introduced a resolution in- 
structing Chairman Gary to make no 
more visits to the White House. Alone, 
almost, among the captains of indus- 
try, Gary saw what Roosevelt was 
aiming at and was in sympathy with 
him. He believed the Government had 
a perfect right to investigate and su- 
pervise the corporations. Gary's point
